We occa- 
sionally hear of a gardener or an am- 
ateur grower of some special crop that 
has practiced enriching with liquids, 
but tt {s only occasionally, yet the re-” 
sult of every record is tu its favor, and 
a searching inquiry into extra produc- 
tion of fruit, flower or plant almost in- 
variably gives watering with. liquid: 
manure as the cause. aig 
‘There 1s on almost every farm a 
waste of liquids, which usudlly go into

The volume of water discharged by 
it into. the sea 1s second only to the 
Amazon and is greater than that of 
all Enropean rivers combined (omitting 
the Volga). ‘Tlie amount ts estimated 
at 139 cubic miles annually—that is, it 
would fill annually a tank-130-miles 
long, 139 miles wide and 139 miles 
high. With Its tributaries it provides
